8 that no action a taken yester- 
day in the matter of organization, but 
the Democrats forced matters and 
through the defection of H. A. Com- 
ins, Republican, from White Pine, 
secured the organization of the Senate.

The question of town incorporation, 

| now receiving so much attention from 
the members of the Reno Board of 
Trade, is clearly one belonging to the 
tax - puyers of the town at large. Up- 
on the decision of those who are not 
members of this body, but who are 
probably as deeply interested in the 
welfure of our tuwn, ultimately de- 
pends the success or failure of the 
proposed move. Would it not, then, 
be the better plan to make the matter 
subject to the consideration of the di- 
rect parties in interest—the citizens 
themselves, in mass? Our Board of 
Trade is composed of citizens, and 
good ones too, but how much weight 
attaches to any decision they muy 
reach in this matter! Has the Board 
the least authority except that common 
to any citizen, of canvassing the pro- 
prieties of the case, and deciding in 
its own mind the expediency of the 
step contempluted? 

By the proceedings of the Board as 
published, it appears that its members 
have not arrived at any definite con- 
clusion among themselves with regurd 
to the advantage or disadvantage of 
the abstract question, yet are busily 
engaged in considering the provisions 
of a bill covering every detail of town 
government. Asa decision by them 
would undautedly be regarded in the 
light of an authoratative declaration, 
would it not be wise to declare either 
for or against the measure? 

After settling the question, as I 
firmly believe it should be, in the 
affirmative, would it not be advisable. 
first, to determine definitely the amount 
of taxable property, next the very 
lowest estimate of ‘attendant expense, 
and then the tax rate necessary to 
cover it? Would this work necessitate 
u reference to Carson's incorporation 
act, or that of any other town? 

The details fixed ds definitely as pos- 
sible, would not the way be open for 


question? 

Then, assuming that the Board of 
Trade have decided in favor of incor- 
poration, and the citizens have en- 
dorsed their action, where in the na- 
ture of benefits to be derived is there 
any sense in fixing the salary of “Chief 
of Police” at $1,080 per year? Why 
not. designate this officer as “Town 
Marshall,” fix his salary at, say, $500, 
give him a percentage of licenses col- 
lected and a fee for arrests made, 80 
that his vigilance may be stimulated 
and rewarded ?—so that his salary be 
in great measure dependent upon his 
value as an officer? 

Why make the Clerk of Board of 
Trustees a salaried officer? In a town 
of the size of Reno for the next three 
or four years, no neglect would be 
felt through the omission of an insig- 
nificant $250. 

The proposed salaries for night po- 
lice are in nowise overdrawn, for good 
men are wanted for these positions, 
but why not make all other items of 
expense contingent upon the necessi- 
ties? Where is the reason in saying 
$2,500 for the fire department, when 
one-half that amount mi y be more than 
‘Sufficient, or the amount named not 
enough. 

These inquiries have been suggested 
by the apparent mismanagement of 
the question as it presents itself to my 
view, and if you will kindly allow me, 
Mr. Editor, I should like to allude to 
the matter again in a few days.
